impaired, rather than improved ser- 
vice. Such seems to be the case. 


Soon after the adjustments were; 


made, postmasters found it neces- 
sary to placate patrons by explain- 
ing that they were not responsible 
for the changes. At least one post- 
master did this in a public statement 
in which he placed the 
whole re- 


sponsibility 
upon the Department 


here in Washington. 


Now conies John A. McSparran 


Master of the State Grange, o 
Pennsylvania, with a signed article 
asserting that the Post Office De- 
partment 
has made 
.1 mistake. 


Speaking of the changes and exten- 
sions, he says: 


"If it is a real economy founded 


upon ability to render as good or 
better service, then the action 
can 


only be commended; but there are 
several statements that 
I believe 


show conclusively that a mistake is 
beins; made that will not 'end either 
to economy or efficiency. The length- 
ening of the routes is not the place 
to correct the waste, for 'he length 
of the route must continue for many 
years to be dependent upon the dis- 
tance a horse can travel under av- 
erage conditions in the time allowed 
between the trains that carry the 
mail to and from the terminus of the 
route. 


"1 am taking it for granted," says 


McSparran, "that the routes are be- 
ing handled all through vhe service 
as they are in this part t of the 
country. Some of our routes have 
been lengthened under the proposed 
changes to over thirty miles. Now 
I think that experience has shown 
that a horse cannot go thirty miles 
every other day through average 
conditions and keep up a gait thai 
will insure service in a reasonable 
time. In fact, it is doubtful .it' very 
many horses can be found that will 
stand the pounding of t'uirly mile 
every other day, at any gait, judging 
from the number that go to piece 
under the strain of twenty miles to 
twenty-five." 


McSparran 
knows more 
about 


horses than does the 
Postmaster 


General, who has just finished 
years in Congress after holding legal 
offices in Texas for 11 years. And 
be also knows a few things about the 
practical side of consolidating rural 
routes in order to use automobiles 
in the summer. He says: 


"The 
attempt to substitute ah 


automobile service for 
that of a 


hoi se is all right for a letter carrier 
who wishes to make such a change, 
but for the Dcpaitment to do so 
seems to indicate that either they do 
not value the element of every day 
scruee in the country, or they have 
in mind a system of roads that has 
not yet been built. It is true that the 
auto can render an enlarged service 
acceptably for the summer months; 
but people do not want to have their 
addrcsse-, changed • fall »u>d 
spring 


nor do they want to be deprived of 
•wrivce for the auto to make the trip. 
This is not the place to -look for ec- 
onomy in the postal servire"."

20 — 


TJncle -Sam's second school of-train- 
ing for business men in the art of 
soldiery opened here -today with ap- 
.prosimalely 750 men.'from all stages 
of the ' business and professional 
world housed in tents and ready for 
the first -day's work. Regular sol- 
diers meet the "rookies" at the trains 
which brought them from all sec- 
tions of the south and middle west 
and some from eastern points. The 
camp will close October 18. and each 
"soldier" is 'expected to remain- the 
thirty days. 


As fast as the men, reached the 


camp'they reported to Col. Nichol- 
son, who will be in charge. They 
were assigned six to a tent. Each 
was equipped with full infantry par- 
aphernalia, including a rifle, 
pack, 


knapsack, canteen. After being fit- 
ted out they were excused for the 
day. Most of the "fighters" roamed 
about the reservation, took in the 
sights and familiarized themselves 
with the surroundings and their new 
clothes. 


Like the camp at Plattsburgh, N. 


Y., the local camp will be one of 
hard work, .once the stiffness is 
worked out. The revielle bugle at 
six each morning will start the day's 
training. From 7:25 until 8:30 the 
men will be drilled in setting-up ex- 
ercises and squad drills. Then they 
are free .until noon when they will be 
permitted to try out their appetities 
on the army rations. 


In the afternoon the men wilbhave 


the option of training in infantry, 
signal corps, artillery, medical en- 
gineering and cavalry. Those who 
have been sitting cushioned 
swivel 


chairs will be given •• much oppor7 
tunity to unlimber their-joints on the 
back of a, prancing charger. How- 
ever, it is not thought there will be 
a heavy demand by the "chair bri- 
gade" for mounts. 


After eight days of, this work, 


Col. Nicholson and 
his squad of 


commissioned officers and non-coms, 
hope to have their pupils in good 
shape to start long marches and to 
let the men try out their rifles on 
the target ranges. It is also planned 
to have sham battles during the last 
two weeks.
